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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

During  the  middle  of  October  property  tax  bills,  pre-printed  with  addresses  and 
tax  information  from  our  computer  service,  were  sent  out  to  835  recipients.  This 
was  the  first  year  that  this  service  has  been  used  in  Acworth.  The  bills  carried  con- 
siderably more  detailed  information  to  the  taxpayer  than  our  previous  bills  were 
able  to  accomodate.  However,  for  the  first  year  at  least,  this  additional  informa- 
tion caused  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  inquiries  received  by  the  Board  and 
Tax  Collector.  To  respond  in  writing  to  all  these  questions  required  a  lot  more 
time  than  had  ever  been  anticipated.  In  summary,  we  feel  that  overall  the  new 
method  was  highly  successful,  and  particularly  in  the  future,  after  further  editing 
and  refinement,  we  anticipate  a  greater  reduction  in  time  for  preparation  and  a 
higher  achievement  of  accuracy.  For  those  few  people  who  were  at  all  inconve- 
nienced by  inadvertent  errors  or  misleading  information  on  their  tax  bills,  we 
sincerely  apologize  and  seek  your  patience. 

We  hope  that  all  voters  will  read  the  information  near  the  back  of  this  Annual 
Report  concerning  the  Town's  active  investigation  of  alternative  methods  of 
refuse  disposal.  A  letter  from  the  New  Hampshire  Bureau  of  Solid  Waste 
Management  is  included  with  a  report  from  the  N.H./VT  SoHd  Waste  Project. 
There  are  Two  Articles  in  the  Warrant  concerning  our  future  participation  in  this 
fdternative  method,  namely  resource  recovery. 

During  August  Selectman  Raymond  Roy,  representing  the  Board,  participated 
in  a  Perambulation  of  the  Acworth  -  Charlestown  Town  Line.  The  inspection  of 
markers  occupied  one  full  day. 

The  Board  concurs  with  the  Conservation  Commission,  Zoning  Board  of  Ad- 
justment, and  the  Planning  Board  reports  concerning  the  final  settlement  of  the 
Sprague  vs  Town  of  Acworth  law  suit.  The  decision  in  September  handed  down 
by  the  New  Hampshire  Supreme  Court  recognizes  the  validity  of  our  Conserva- 
tion Zone,  an  effort  that  we  felt  justified  in  taking  action  to  protect.  However, 
without  the  generous  financial  support  from  state-wide  Conservation  Commis- 
sions and  dedicated  individuals  this  appeal  from  a  far  less  desirable  decision  from 
the  lower  Court  probably  would  not  have  been  accomplished.  We  thank  everyone 
who  supported  our  effort. 

Further  reconstruction  of  the  Charlestown  Road  is  planned  for  the  summer  of 
1981.  This  project  will  be  in  its  third  year  and  we  expect  to  be  able  to  reconstruct 
about  an  additional  one  half  mile  using  the  various  highway  funds  available  to  the 
Town  from  the  State  as  we  have  been  able  to  do  in  the  past. 

The  Board  held  twenty-six  regular  business  meetings  and  additionally  met 
about  fifteen  times  for  special  projects  and  conferences.  Meetings  are  open  to  the 
public.  Attendence  by  Board  members  to  State  sponsored  workshops,  meetings, 
and  educational  programs  continued  to  be  attended  throughout  the  year.

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ACWORTH  ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

All  gravel  roads  were  graded  two  or  three  times  during  the  past  year.  New 
culverts  were  installed  on  Bascom's  Road,  Derry  Hill,  Coffin  Hill  Road, 
Charlestown  Road,  Grout  Hill,  Putnam  Road,  and  The  Cold  Pond  Road. 

Crushed  bank-run  gravel  was  applied  to  sixteen  roads  with  additional  grading 
and  ditching  done  at  these  locations. 

We  sealed  6.9  miles  of  asphalt  road  including  The  Crane  Brook  Road,  Derry 
Hill,  and  the  road  along  the  south  side  of  Crescent  Lake. 

General  highway  maintenance  of  clearing  away  standing  dead  trees  and  brush 
along  rights-of-way  and  other  betterment  work  was  done  on  over  a  dozen  roads 
and  locations. 

The  highway  department  with  contracted  services  reconstructed  4  tenths  of  a 
mile,  continuin  west  on  the  Charlestown  Road.  This  is  the  second  year  that  Town 
Road  Aid,  other  state  funds,  and  Town  funds  have  been  spent  on  improving  this 
road.  Our  reconstruction  began  at  the  western  end  of  the  State  Highway  in  1979. 

Highway  equipment  was  repaired,  maintained,  and  painted  during  the  late 
summer.  This  included  the  grader,  two  trucks,  loader-backhoe,  road  rake,  snow 
plows  and  other  machinery. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  who  worked  for  the  department  and  helped  me  dur- 
ing the  past  year.

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ACWORTH  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  held  twelve  regular  meetings  on  the  last  Wednesday  of 
each  month,  these  pre-scheduled  meetings  were  well  attended  and  continue  to  be 
set  aside  primarily  for  subdivision  subjects  but  do  on  occasion,  as  time  permits, 
allow  for  other  work.  The  Board  also  held  five  additional  meetings  for  various 
purposes  such  as  further  discussions  with  surveyors,  applicants  and  general 
business.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  everyone  is  cordially  invited  to 
attend.  Lempster  Planning  Board  members  attended  a  second  meeting  to  ex- 
change information,  written  materials;  and  open  discussions  of  common  interests 
were  held.  These  meetings  are  always  of  great  value  to  both  towns  with  a  long 
common  boundary  line. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  ten  subdivisions  have  been  applied  for  and  nine  have 
been  approved.  One  minor-subdivision/annexation  is  pending  until  further  infor- 
mation and  final  plans  are  presented.  These  new  subdivisions  have  created  about 
eight  new  parcels  of  land,  mostly  for  building  purposes.  The  remaining  were  an- 
nexations and  adjustments  to  abutting  common  boundary  lines. 
The  Board's  direct  activity  with  the  Sprague  vs  Town  of  Acworth  law  suit  was 
slight  during  1980  as  the  ground  work  had  already  been  prepared  in  1979.  The 
case  was  appealed  to  the  New  Hampshire  Supreme  Court  after  we  received  an 
adverse  decision  from  the  Superior  Court.  The  final  decision  was  received  in  late 
September  which  ordered  the  variance,  but  most  importantly  preserved  the  in- 
tegrity of  our  Conservation  Zone  as  stated  in  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  We  wish  to 
thank  the  several  conservation  commissions,  organizations  and  interested  private 
people  all  over  the  State  who  contributed  financial  support  and  encouragement  to 
seek  a  Supreme  Court  decision. 

During  early  June  Alston  W.  Barrett  was  appointed  by  the  President  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  to  be  a  member  of  a  legislative  policy 
committee  on  Land  Use  Planning  and  Environmental  Protection  that  had 
declared  goals  to  write  policy  and  recommendations  with  priority  evaluations  for 
use  by  the  Association  during  the  1981  Legislative  Session.  Twelve  subjects  were 
eventually  identified  within  the  above  general  title  as  needing  to  be  addressed  at 
the  current  session,  as  either  a  position  policy  or  an  action  policy  of  the  Associa- 
tion. Copies  of  the  Summary  of  Minutes  and  Final  Policy  Recommendations  are 
available  from  the  Town  Clerk  or  Planning  Board.  The  municipal  membership  of 
the  Association  of  223  towns  and  cities  out  of  a  possible  234  represents  99.5%  of 
the  population  of  New  Hampshire.  Acworth  continues  to  be  a  supporting 
member  of  the  Association  and  has  from  time  to  time  made  very  valuable  use  of 
their  municipal  services.

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ACWORTH  SILSBY  FREE  LIBRARY 

The  activities  of  a  library  are  more  involved  than  just  administering  to  the  flow 
of  incoming  and  outgoing  books. 

A  90th  birthday  is  a  unique  milestone,  so  in  April  librarians,  trustees,  and 
friends  gathered  to  help  Maude  Moody  celebrate  her  special  day. 

The  conclusions  of  the  toilet  committee  (a  cross  section  of  town  residents)  were 
that  a  waterless  toilet  is  not  a  practical  solution  and  the  installation  of  a  conven- 
tional toilet  is  not  warranted  considering  the  use  received  and  expense  involved. 

Our  auction  in  August  was  not  our  best.  The  proceeds  were  not  what  we  had 
hoped,  but  items  were  donated,  there  were  no  expenses  involved  and  all  profit 
was  clear. 

In  November  we  reluctantly  said  good-bye  to  Marion  MacLeod,  a  fine  librarian 
who  served  us  well.  Replacing  her  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings  is  Charles 
Davis.  Mr.  Davis  brings  with  him  a  lot  of  organizational  experience  which  we  are 
putting  to  good  use. 

The  selectmen,  planning  board,  library  trustees  and  Robert  and  Meredith  Skin- 
ner met  several  times  to  negotiate  an  easement  to  the  town  which  gives  the  library 
the  use  of  a  10  foot  strip  of  land  for  the  purpose  of  necessary  maintenance  and 
repair,  northerly  and  easterly  along  the  sides  of  the  library.  This  easement  is  a 
useful  asset  to  the  library. 

The  bookmobile  continues  to  serve  us,  and  it  is  our  hope  that  this  is  not  a  state 
project  that  will  be  discontinued. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  thanking  our  librarians:  Maude 
Moody,  Carol  Lamp  and  Charles  Davis.  They  perform  numerous  duties  that 
make  our  library  special  to  all  of  us.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  local  organizations 
and  individuals  for  gifts  of  money,  time,  auction  items,  and  books.  Each  gift  is 
gratefully  received  and  helps  us  to  maintian  our  good  standards.  It  is  our  wish  to 
meet  the  needs  of  Acworth  citizens  with  a  well  stocked  and  varied  library  and  pro- 
mote a  greater  interest  in  use.

ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

For  the  year  ending  December  31,  1980,  the  Board  held  5  public  hearings,  gran- 
ting 4  variances  and  denying  1.  As  with  most  Town  boards  and  commissions, 
these  figures  represent  a  sustained  level  of  activity,  a  trend  which  information 
presently  available  indicates  will  continue  in  the  future. 

The  appeal  to  the  New  Hampshire  Supreme  Court  in  Sprague  vs  Town  of  Ac- 
worth  resulted  in  a  decision  to  uphold  the  verdict  of  the  Superior  Court. 
Although  we  were  not  able  to  obtain  a  reversal  of  the  original  verdict,  as  we  had 
hoped,  we  were  able  in  our  appeal  to  show  the  Court  that  the  manner  in  which  the 
verdict  was  reached  was  flawed.  The  result  was  that  while  the  ruling  was  upheld, 
the  Court  held  that  the  ruling  was  limited  to  this  instance  and  did  not  have  the 
broader  implications  of  the  original  decision.  The  net  result  was  the  grant  of  the 
variance  in  this  instance,  but  to  leave  to  the  Town  of  Acworth  (and  other  towns 
having  similar  regulations)  the  right  to  create  and  enforce  conservation  zones. 
Since  this  removed  one  of  the  most  onerous  results  of  the  ruling  and  substantially 
reduced  the  total  effect  of  the  original  decision,  there  the  matter  was  allowed  to 
rest.  We  would  be  remiss  if  we  did  not  at  this  point  thank  the  members  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  for  their  support  and  perseverance  in  this.  Especial 
thanks  go  to  G.  Kristain  Fenderson,  1980  chairman  of  the  Commission,  without 
whose  tireless  efforts  the  results  would  have  been  far  different  and  far  more 
damaging  to  the  Town  of  Acworth. 

At  this  writing,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  continues  to  meet  at  the  Acworth 
Town  Hall  on  the  first  Thursday  of  the  month  at  7:30  P.M.  It  is  anticipated  that  a 
change  will  be  made  in  the  near  future,  changing  our  meeting  date  to  a  night  when 
the  building  is  already  being  heated  so  as  to  make  a  more  efficient  use  of  energy. 
When  this  is  done,  notice  will  be  posted  at  the  Town  Hall  and  in  our  notices  of 
public  hearing.  Those  wishing  to  meet  with  the  Board  may  contact  any  member  of 
the  Board  prior  to  the  meeting  they  wish  to  attend,  so  as  to  permit  their  placement 
on  the  agenda.  Applicants  for  variance  should  bear  in  mind  that  30  days  is  the 
minimum  time  required  for  processing  a  variance. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  asisted  us  in  our  work  during  this  past 
year.  Acworth  is  indeed  fortunate  to  have  people  of  high  caliber  willing  to  devote 
their  time  and  energy  to  the  common  good,  as  we  see  evidenced  by  our  work  with 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Planning  Board,  and  Conservation  Commission. 
Although  they  have  taken  no  solemn  oath  "to  preserve,  protect  and  defend," 
they  do  indeed,  and  we  are  grateful.

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ACWORTH  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  conservation  Commission  continued  to  follow  through  on  the  Sprague 
Case,  which  was  finally  concluded  in  September.  The  case  went  to  the  State 
Supreme  Court,  which  upheld  the  Superior  Court  judge's  decision  to  grant  Dr. 
Sprague  a  building  permit  on  Crescent  Lake.  The  Supreme  Court  felt  that  the 
lower  court  had  made  the  right  decision  but  for  the  wrong  reasons.  The  Conserva- 
tion Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  threat  to  the  conservation  zones  in  the  state 
has  been  removed,  even  though  we  regret  the  allowance  of  the  building  permit. 

In  March,  April  and  May  we  sponsored  a  "Natural  History  of  Acworth" 
series,  which  was  met  enthusiastically  by  those  who  particpated.  The  following 
subjects  were  presented: 

Minerals  of  Acworth  -  at  the  Mineral  Shop,  Harvey  Bailey 
Small  Woodlot  Management  -  Peter  Rhoades 
Geology  of  Acworth  -  George  Hanson 
A  Spring  Bird  Walk  -  David  Lyle 

Our  annual  Green-Up  Day  was  held  on  May  17.  Coffee,  cocoa,  and  donuts 
were  served  prior  to  the  small  but  hardy  groups'  attack  on  the  litter  of  our  roads. 

The  Sullivan  County  Urban  Forester,  Steve  Wood,  spent  half  a  day  examining 
many  elm  and  maple  trees  in  both  villages.  His  comments  as  we  went  around  were 
very  helpful  in  showing  us  what  direction  we  need  to  move  in  to  help  protect  these 
valuable  and  beautiful  trees.  Plans  are  presently  underway  to  incorporate  some  of 
his  suggestions  in  a  1981  project  for  Acworth's  trees. 

A  note  of  sincere  thanks  to  Kris  Fenderson  and  Rikki  Smith  for  their  devoted 
efforts  to  the  Conservation  Commission  over  the  years;  Bruce  Bascom  and 
Brenda  McCumber  are  the  new  members  on  the  commission.

In  the  future,  for  everyone's  information,  if  you  have  a  break-in  or  any  other 
problem  and  you  call  the  State  Police,  please  notify  me  at  the  same  time,  other- 
wise I  will  probably  never  be  aware  of  the  report,  in  most  cases.  When  I  am  in- 
formed, I  can  then  also  relate  to  the  break-ins  and  compare  a  pattern  thus  bring- 
ing better  results.

In  1980  the  VNA  provided  a  total  of  260  units  of  services  to  65  Acworth 
residents,  13.7%  of  the  population  on  which  the  VNA's  tax  appropriation  was 
based: 

Skilled  nursing  home  visits 165 

Occupational  therapy  home  visits 36 

Office  visits 12 

CHnic  attendance 47 

Though  the  tax  appropriation  in  Acworth  in  1 980  was  only  $1,551.,  actual  non- 
reim.bursed  visit  costs  came  to  $2,169. 

In  addition  to  visit  services,  clinics  for  blood  pressure  control  were  conducted 
in  Acworth,  or  made  available  to  Acworth  residents  in  neighboring  communities, 
two  or  three  times  a  month  throughout  the  year.  Other  clinics  for  multiphasic 
screening  for  diabetes,  liver  and  kidney  disorders,  bowel  cancer  and  anemia  were 
also  conducted  a  number  of  times.  Because  the  agency  located  private  funding,  all 
the  clinics  were  provided  at  no  cost  to  the  community. 

The  VNA  requests  $2,344  from  Acworth  for  1981 .  This  figure  represents  an  in- 
crease of  lO'Vo  per  capita.  It  is  based  on  the  1980  census  population  figure  of  595. 
The  request  must  be  sufficient,  not  only  to  cover  1981'$  costs  (that  will  include  the 
burden  of  costly  new  federal  accounting  and  reporting  requirements),  but  also  to 
compensate  for  a  shortfall  in  1980. 

Because  the  VNA  did  not  ask  for  an  increase  in  tax  appropriations  in  1980 
(hoping  to  receive  other  funding  that  ultimately  was  denied),  we  ran  a  sizeable 
deficit  and  had  to  borrow  several  thousand  dollars  to  carry  the  agency  to  the  end 
of  the  year. 

We  recognize  that  the  percentage  increase  requested  this  year  may  seem  inor- 
dinately high.  I  would  like  to  point  out,  however,  that  the  VNA  provides  Ac- 
worth  with  services  for  which  the  town  itself  pays  only  a  fraction  of  the  cost. 
Some  patients  pay  privately;  Medicare  and  other  insurers  reimburse  for  many  of 
the  services. 

Although  there  is  no  direct  reimbursement  for  our  disease  prevention  services, 
the  program  costs  are  negligible  compared  with  the  savings  when  disease  or 
disability  has  been  prevented.  We  know,  for  example,  that  a  stroke  or  a  heart  at- 
tack or  a  developmental  disability  interrupted  early,  or  stopped  before  it  starts, 
saves  thousands  of  dollars.  And  who  can  measure  the  value  in  human  terms?  In 
addition,  many  of  Acworth's  elderly  citizens,  living  on  modest  Social  Security  in- 
comes are  receiving  regular  services  (costing  the  VNA  today  $25  a  visit)  for 
charges  of  $1  and  $2.  Such  services  help  avoid  hospitalization  and  delay  or  even 
make  unnecessary  admission  to  nursing  homes.

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CHILDREN  AND  YOUTH  PROGRAM  REPORT 

Children  a  :  enrolled  up  to  age  five  and  receive  services  until  their  fourteenth 
birthday. 

The  C  &  \  Project  strives  to  assure  the  very  best  physical,  social  and  emotional 
development  of  each  child.  Health  services  are  provided  by  a  multidisciplinary 
team  consisting  of  a  physician,  nurse  coordinator,  nutritionist,  social  worker, 
secretary  and  health  aide. 

Emphasis  is  placed  on  preventive  health  care  to  hmit  potentially  disabling 
childhood  diseases.  For  example,  early  treatment  of  ear  infections  can  prevent 
later  deafness;  early  treatment  of  strep  infections  can  prevent  rheumatic  fever  and 
kidney  disease.  Preventive  health  care  includes  physicals,  immunizations, 
guidance  in  emotional  and  physical  development,  nutrition  counselling,  dental 
screening  and  health  education.  In  addition  to  routine  clinic  services,  the  C  &  Y 
Project  provides  treatment  services  to  those  children  who  are  eligible.  Treatment 
services  include  medications,  diagnostic  and  laboratory  services,  dental  treatment 
and  physicians  visits. 

Funding 

The  Children  and  Youth  Project  is  funded  by  Title  V  of  the  Social  Security  Act 
and  State  matching  funds  through  the  Bureau  of  Maternal  and  Child  Health  in 
the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  PubUc  Health  Services.

CHILDREN  &  YOUTH  PROGRAM  UPDATE,  JANUARY  1981 

Over  the  past  year  we  have  provided  well  child  physical  exams,  screenings,  and 
immunizations  for  the  children  enrolled  in  the  Children  &  Youth  Program. 

Some  of  our  other  activities,  open  to  the  entire  community  included: 

A  Mother's  Group:  which  met  two  times  per  month.  The  purpose  of  this  group 
was  to  provide  information  to  mothers  that  they  feU  they  needed.  Some  of  the 
topics  covered  were:  pre-school  nutrition,  assertiveness  for  women,  fast  food 
nutrition,  behavior  of  the  toddler,  and  women's  health  care. 

The  First  Year  of  Life:  was  a  group  run  for  pregnant  women  and  mothers  of  in- 
fants. Topics  included:  infant  development,  games  and  toys,  home  safety, 
stresses  and  joys  of  parenthood,  and  illness. 

Weight  Control  Groups:  These  groups  were  run  by  our  nutritionist  to  teach  self 
control  of  weight  and  eating  habits.  There  was  a  group  for  parents,  teenagers, 
and  pre-teens. 
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CHILDREN  &  YOUTH  PROGRAM,  continued 

Adolescent  Development  Group:  Was  run  by  the  Nurse  Coordinator.  The 
growth  and  development  of  adolescence  was  presented  to  girls  and  boys  ages 
10-12  years  old  at  their  level  of  understanding. 

Food  for  Your  Family  for  Less:  A  family  food  budgeting  work  shop. 

The  Advisory  Committee  has  been  meeting  once  a  month.  We  have  members 
from  each  town,  including  parents,  professionals,  and  interested  community 
members.  Our  main  project  has  been  the  Community  Food  Shelf:  this  provides 
emergency  food  for  any  family  or  person  in  the  community  who  is  in  need,  for  ex- 
ample: victim  of  fire,  layed  off  from  work,  costly  illness  in  the  family  etc. 
Members  of  the  Community  have  been  very  generous  in  their  donations  of  cann- 
ed foods! 

The  committee  has  been  planning  some  education  projects  for  the  community 
at  large.  One  of  these  is  a  health  fair  for  the  Spring. 

The  C  &  Y  Program  maintains  close  communications  with  other  organizations, 
helping  services  and  agencies  in  the  State  and  local  area.  We  act  as  referral  agents 
for  families  in  need  of  these  other  services.  We  do  not  duplicate  any  other  service 
located  in  the  area.

NH/VT  SOLID  WASTE  PROJECT 

Phase  II,  which  began  in  October  1979,  is  now  complete.  Representatives  from 
all  26  participating  municipalities,  at  the  December  18,  1980  Planning  Committee 
meeting  voted  unanimously  to  recommend  continuation  of  the  NH/VT  Solid 
Waste  Project.  The  United  States  Environmental  protection  Agency  has  ten- 
tatively awarded  the  City  of  Claremont,  acting  as  grantee,  up  to  $180,00  for 
Phase  III.  The  grant  is  contingent  upon  continued  participation  by  the 
municipalities  after  May  1981.  Together,  the  municipaHties  must  raise  up  to 
$60,000  to  match  the  federal  funds.  The  actual  grant  award  will  depend  on  the 
number  of  municipalities  participating  in  Phase  III. 

During  1980,  the  technical  consultants,  Camp  Dresser  &  McKee,  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  completed  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  four  potential  steam  markets 
in  Claremont,  N.H.  The  potential  for  producing  electricity  was  also  carefully 
studied.  Electricity  production  became  an  attractive  alternative  for  two  reasons. 
First,  a  new  New  Hampshire  law  requires  all  public  utilities  operating  in  the  state 
to  purchase  power  from  small  power  producers  at  7.7'  per  kw.  Second,  Camp 
Dresser  &  McKee  determined  that  a  waste-to-energy  plant,  burning  all  of  the 
waste  estimated  to  be  generated  in  the  project  area,  could  produce  slightly  more 
steam  than  could  be  consistently  utilized  by  the  potential  steam  customers.  Alter- 
natively, all  the  electricity  produced  could  be  sold  throughout  the  lifetime  of  the 
project. 

Camp  Dresser  &  McKee  concluded,  after  an  on-site  evaluation,  that  all  12  ex- 
isting land  disposal  sites  would  be  classified  as  "open  dumps"  under  new  state 
and  Federal  regulations.  The  open  dump  classification  is  the  result  of  existing  or 
potential  ground  water  or  surface  water  pollution.  Upgrading  the  sites  to  reduce 
water  pollution  will  be  more  costly  than  construction  of  properly  designed 
regional  disposal  sites  -  even  if  the  cost  of  transporting  waste  to  the  regional  sites 
is    included.     However,     it     will     be    difficult    to     locate    environmentally 
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NH/VT  SOLID  WASTE  PROJECT,  continued 

sound  and  politically  acceptable  land  disposal  sites.  And,  inflation  will  continue 
to  increase  future  land  disposal  costs. 

The  cost  of  a  waste-to-energy  facility  was  compared  with  the  cost  of  regional 
land  disposal  facilities.  The  result  indicates  that  continued  inflation  and  energy 
cost  increases  could  make  a  waste-to-energy  facility  competitive  with  land 
disposal  within  five  years.  Actual  costs  will  depend  on  the  willingness  of  the  local 
industries  or  public  utiHties  to  enter  into  long-term  energy  purchase  contracts. 
The  negotiation  of  these  contracts  is  the  first  priority  during  Phase  III. 

The  cost  of  a  waste-to-energy  facility  was  compared  with  the  cost  of  regional 
land  disposal  facilities.  The  result  indicates  that  continued  inflation  and  energy 
cost  increases  could  make  a  waste-to-energy  facility  competitive  with  land 
disposal  within  five  years.  Actual  costs  will  depend  on  the  willingness  of  the  local 
industries  or  public  utilities  to  enter  into  long-term  energy  purchase  contracts. 
The  negotiation  of  these  contracts  is  the  first  priority  during  Phase  III. 

Recycling  of  solid  waste  was  also  evaluated  during  Phase  II.  Based  on  a  report 
by  Recycling  &  Conservation,  Inc.,  Kittery,  Maine,  Planning  Committee 
members  have  determined  that  recycling  should  be  an  important  component  of 
either  a  waste-to-energy  system  or  land  disposal  system. 

The  Planning  Committee  spent  many  long  hours  working  on  an  organizational 
structure  which  would  allow  26  municipalities  in  two  states  to  cooperatively  build 
and  operate  either  a  regional  land  disposal  system  or  a  waste-to-energy  facility 
with  land  disposal  of  ash. 

New  Hampshire  law,  R.S.A.  53-B  requires  that  a  "regional  refuse  disposal 
planning  committee"  be  estabUshed  to  draft  the  district  agreement.  Each  town 
must  vote  to  join  the  committee  and  must  authorize  the  moderator  to  appoint 
three  representatives.  However,  the  State  Planning  Office  is  drafting  ammend- 
ments  to  the  law  for  consideration  during  this  legislative  session.  Therefore,  the 
article  the  municipalties  are  voting  on  has  been  left  sufficiently  open  to  allow  for 
any  changes  (e.g.,  changing  the  number  or  method  of  appointing  representatives) 
in  the  law. 

It  is  expected  that  should  the  municipalities  continue  with  the  Project,  the 
regional  refuse  disposal  planning  committee  will  have  prepared  a  district  agree- 
ment by  October  1981  and  will  be  asking  the  municipalities  to  vote  to  join  the 
district  at  March  1982  town  meetings.  By  March,  1982,  the  Project  should  also 
have  a  contractual  commitment  from  an  energy  purchaser.  If  a  contractual  com- 
mitment cannot  be  negotiated,  the  project  will  begin  locating  regional  land 
disposal  sites. 

Copies  of  the  reports  prepared  during  Phase  II  are  available  through  your 
Selectmen,  and  at  the  town  libraries.  In  addition,  all  Planning  Committee 
meetings  are  open  to  the  public.

Dear  Board  Members: 

An  engineer  from  the  Bureau  of  Solid  Waste  Management  inspected  the  Ac- 
worth  dump  on  September  17,  1980  for  the  purpose  of  evaluating  the  dump  ac- 
cording to  the  Open  Dump  Inventory  criteria  developed  in  accordance  with  the 
Resource  Conservation  and  Recovery  Act  (RCRA)  of  1976.  (For  further  informa- 
tion concerning  the  Open  Dump  Inventory,  please  refer  to  the  Bureau's  letter  of 
September  12,  1980.)  Your  facility  failed  to  comply  with  all  of  the  criteria.  The 
criteria  which  the  facility  did  not  meet,  and  the  reasons  for  the  deficiencies,  are  as 
follows: 

1)  Disease  Vectors:  Insects  and  rodents  are  not  discouraged  by  the  application 
of  soil  cover  at  the  end  of  each  operating  day. 

2)  Fire  Safety:  The  potential  for  uncontrolled  fires  exists  at  this  dump. 

3)  Access:  Access  to  the  site  is  not  adequately  restricted  when  the  dump  is  clos- 
ed. 

In  as  much  as  failure  of  any  of  the  Open  Dump  Inventory  criteria  requires 
classification  of  a  facility  as  an  open  dump  v/ithin  the  meaning  of  RCRA,  your 
facility  will  be  listed  as  such  in  the  Federal  Register  during  January  of  1981. 

The  Acworth  dumpsite  is  not  suitable  for  refuse  disposal,  and  the  Town  must 
now  actively  investigate  alternatives  which  better  protect  public  health  rind  the  en- 
vironment. The  NH/VT  Solid  Waste  Study  probably  offers  the  best  alternative 
for  the  long  term.  In  any  event  the  Bureau  of  Solid  Waste  Management  requests 
that  you  indicate  to  the  Bureau  what  action  you  will  take  to  implement  an  alter- 
native disposalomethod  by  March  1,  1981.
